Allied headquarters sald today. 

General Alexander's command 
announced “although the enemy 
proclaimed that he regards Flor- 


ence as an open city, he has seen 
{it to use it for his military traf- 
fic, and when outfought south of 
the city has blown up all the bridges 
except the historic Ponte Vecchio. 
His paratroops, however, are posted 
along the northern bank of the Ar- 
no within the city limits.” 

There were no reports today in- 
dicating actual fighting within the 
portions of Florence reached by 
8th Army units, but an 
spokesman said “It is clear the ene- 
my intends to oppose the crossing 
of the Arno on both sides of the 
city which remain in no man's 
land.” 

All along the south side of the 
Amo, British, Indian, New Zealand 
and South African forces crushed 
the Nazis back and threatened to 
cut the weakening defenders into 
small formations.

‘The maximum deductions for such 
expenses has been increased from 
$400 to $600 in the case of a single 
man and from $600 to- $900 in the 
case of a married man, Maximum 
deduction for medical expenses on 
each child has been increased to 
$150.

Oshawa, Ont.. Aug. 9 — (CP) — 
Sam Michael, 44-year-old Pickering 
township farmer, was arrested by 
provincial police last night and 
charged with the murder seven years 
ago of Mike Sheveluk. Michael was 
arraigned in police court this mor- 
ning and was remanded until Aug. 
16 when he will appeal in Whitby. 
Sheveluk, caretaker-superinten- 
dent of Yungvelt Camp, a Jewish 
boys centre, was killed Nov. 24, 1937. 
His body was found on a Pickering 
township road near the camp. He 
had been shot through the heart 
and his head and body were badly 
mutilated. : 
Michael was a witness at the in- 
quest Jan. 7, 1938 into Sheveluk's 
death when a coroner’s jury found 
he died from the bullet wound. Me- 
dical evidence*was that Sheveluk’s 
head was almost severed from his 
body in what police described as

Announcement that the Bengal govern- 
ment now has enough quinine to treat 
10,000,000 cases is made at Calcutta by 
Khan Bahadur Jalaluddin Ahmed, Minis- 
ter for the Medical and Public Health De- 
partments. The official stated that 55,000 
pounds of quinine and cinchona febrifuge 
has been placed at the disposal of various 
districts of Bengal. As a result of reports 
that the malaria cure is disappearing into 
the black market, the Government is now 
punishing unauthorized purchasers and 
sellers. Bengal planned to buy 75,000 
pounds of quinine,.but this purchase was 
supplemented. by acquisition of 30,000 
pounds more. Despite this supply, every 
care to conserve the medicine is being 
taken. *

PROFI-SHARING 
SYSTEM IN LABOR 
RECOMMENDED 


Committee Reports 12,908 
Planes Produced in 
Canada. Till June 


REPORT TABLED’ 


Ottawa, Aug. 12. (CP)—A system 
of profit-sharing by labor should be 
studied and applied to all of Can- 
ada’s aircraft industry, the Com- 
mons War Expenditures Commit- 
tee recommended in a report tabled 
in the House today. - : 

The Committee, reporting Canada 
had produced 12,908 planes up to 
June 30 with total government as- 
sistance to the industry of $68,000,- 
000 noted the example of the Vick- 
ers plant at Montreal where it was 
found profit-sharing “has increased 
production and substantially low- 
ered costs”. 


The Committee also found:— 


1.—New aircraft contracts with 
the United States or the United 
Kingdom should be for transport 
planes rather than fighters and 
bombers, looking to post-war suc- 
cess of the aircraft industry in 
Canada. 

2.—There. were occasional: in- 
fractions and isolated indiscretions 
on the part of army boot inspec- 
tors but the Canadian Army boot 
“is now equal if not the superior 
of any boot supplied to Any, soldier 
anywhere”. ‘ 

3. —Ownership of the Polymer 
Corporation Synthetic Rubber plant 
at Sarnia, Ont. should be retained 
by the Crown and that the plant 
be operated after the war by the 
government. 

4.—A policy of post-war public 
ownersuip also should be applied 
to the government-owned ammon- 
jum nitrate plants at Calgary and 
Niagara Falls, Ont. to assure sup- 
plies of chemical fertilizers to Ca- 
nadian agriculture.
